And It might be that if v»e got the top psychiatrists 
in the Country they night help us very greatly in deteririn5.ng 
whether this was more or less a con:pulsive act by a mar. who v/as 
emotionally disturbed or whether it would bear on whether he t/as 
part of a conspiracy or a lone wolf. And I think those things 
are things that in a limited period of time we would have to give 
to some one person to study intensively where we all couldn't do 
it. And there are other things that might be necessary too. 

I don't think we could start with any definite size staff 
in mind. I think it ought to develop ns we go along. And it isn't 
too easy to find c-ractly the men v/e lor those things, but I 

thought it covld be done. 

Nov; I have in mind a ir.ai: fer counsel of ihe fommissicn which 
I would like to submit to you. His name is J/arrtrn Olney and he 
is Director of the Administrative Office of the Federal Crurt 
System ’. ; 

MR. DULLSS: V/hat is that name, sir? 

CHAIRMAN: iClney; 0-1-n-e-y.:* He could take a leave of 

absence from his position and do this job even without any addi- 
tional expense to the government, and I want to tell you why I 
would select this man.

however, but I have known him since he v;r.3 a very young ran. He^ 
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g:r2iduatei from the Univ3rsi>:y of Cp.llfcrnLa nni frora the Un?.v 3 rcity 
of California Lav/ Cchool about 1S24. Ke v/ont to v/orl: in the 
District Attorney’s Office in Clau£rhter County, no 5 . 2 htoriiijj ny 
county, and he was there for about a year and a half and I learned 
of him and I ashed him to come over and worl: for me. Ha earu-e to 
me and he was a trial lawyer for me for about four years. His 
father, v/ho was the head of one of the bi^-cost firms in Can 
7rancisco — it way have been the bi^cest at that time — came to 
me one day and said, ’’lilarl, I wish you v.*ould do we a faver." 1 
said, ”:7hat is that?” Ke said, ”I v/ish you would help ine ^et my 
boy to corae over and practice law v/ith nio. Unfortunately,” he 
said, ”he lilies your worl: better than he does mine, but I would 
lilic to have you CQt him to do it.” I said, ”V/ell, Judge, if I 
can I would be glad to help.” His father had been a Justice of 
the Supreme Court for some years in our State. And so I did; I 
tallied to him and told him, "Your father is a great lawyer, groat 
citizen, and he wants you, and I thinl: you would mahe a niistahe 
if you didn’t do it because if anything happened and you, l:no*.ving 
that he wanted you with him, you would regret it the rest of your 
~^^®*** V/ell he said, ’*1*11 go then,” and I said, '*How 1 want you 
to know, if you ever want to come back to this kind of work, if 
I’m still in it, any time you will be quite v/elcomc.” Co he went 

over with his father and his father died .very suddenly about two 

years after that and I was Attorney General at the time, and that 

firm wanted to keep him as a senior partner but he came over to 

start to work for me for about three hundred dollars a month, 
because that v/as the only job I had open as Attorney General at 
the time. He v/as there the Monday after his father was hurried, 
and so I took him and ho was v/ith me for about throe years. Z made 
him Chief of the Criminal Division cf the Attcrnay General’s Office.

He was there for tv;o or three years and Mien when the Zisonlxcv/er 
Administration cams in they got him to cone bad* here, leave the 
Law Gchool and come back hsre and be the Chief of the Criminal 
Division of the Department of Justice. He was there for almost 
five years, longer than any man has ever held that job, and ha 
was getting worn out and tired and I inducoJ irtrr to l^a-ro thp.t 

job and to come over and build up the Office of Administration in 

the Federal Court System. And he has been there for about five 
years nov/ and has just made a tremendous change izi the office and 
has given it great importance it didn’t have before. 

He is a man who has absolutely no political ambition, never 
has had, and a man on whom I could bet my life for integrity and 
discretion and wouldn’t talk about business for anything in the 
world. He is a fellow with real ability, and this is the line 
v/here his greatest ability is. And I just don’t believe I could 
find anyone in the country who had comparable e:;perience in this 
field for that kind of a job. I am cure anybody who knows him

Mow I think the selection of the staff relates to this. If
